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SOUTH AFRICA. 

The following letter from J. ogarth a former 
resident of Kdmonton, but now of Johannes- 
burg inthe Transvaal republic of South 
Africa was received recently by Thomas 
Stewart of this place: 

Well Lsuppo-e you are wanting to know 
what kind of a place South Africa is. It is 
a strange country. At present we are in 
the winter season, but we have beautiful 
weather, Every day is clear, sunny and 
bright and just cool enough to make the 
wearing of under garments comfcrtable. 
There isno rain here in winter and the 
atmosphere is so clear that hills which appear 
quite close to the spectator are really many 
miles away. The green velt (that is the 
South African name for prairie) stretches 
away on every hand, not in one level ¢ lain 
but in immense slopes that very often termi- 
nate ina round grassy hill or else a bold 
rocky one. Mountains and hills are scattered 
abundantly over the country. They do not 
always run in ranges or stand in clusters but 
very often rise singly from the velt and like 
Robinson Crusoe stand monarch of all they 
survey. There are no trees except a thorny 
one called§ the mimosa, It is very like the 
English hawthorn but has vumerous thorns, 
very sharp and very white. Consequently 
firewood is very soarce and very dear, Coal 
however is very abundant in this part. The 
soil is of a very red color and grows every: 
thing from srass up to oranges. A few feet 
feom the surface is the solid rock, a kind of 
rotten sandstone. The strata of the rock 
is never level, but always tilted up and in 
many cases it is almost perpendicular. The 
country is naturally a grazing country and 
cattle and shvep and yoats are numerous. 
Cattle have prodigious horns. Four feet isa 
common distance from tip co tip, anu I am 
told that some are as much as six feet across. 
Oxen are uscd almost exclusively for the 
moving of heavy traffic. ~Kighteen or twenty 
are hitched tu a wagon nearly as long as aC. 
P. R_ railroad car, and in this way all the 
imports of the country are brought from the 
railway terminus at Kimberley and Ladi- 
sinith 285 and 200 miles distant respectively. 
50 enormous is the commercial traffic that 
the multitude of oxen engaged in it must 
amount to thousands and thousands. The 
stage coaches in which the passenger traffic 
is conducted aie after the pattern of the old 
English stage coach. There is an inside 
accommodation for twelve and an outside 
for nearly as many more, They are drawn 
by 10 mules or horses. There are twodrivers, 
one tobold the lines and the other vo hold 
the whip and blow the bugle. The whip isa 
curiosity. The handle is about 10 feet long 
and is of bamboo, and the lash at the end is 
about 15 or 20 feet long. It requires the use 
of both bands and it is wonderful how well 
these Dutchmen can handle it and make the 
quietest mule swear with his uplifted hind 
feet. These coaches travel day and night. 
That is impossible in most countries but here 
the nights are so clear that on most occasions 
night travelling is possible. Their rate of 
speed is such that the Transvaal Mail Coach 
does the distance from here to Kimberley 
(235 miles) in 24 days. Several coaches leave 
and arrive every day and the piercing notes of 
the driver’s bugle is a familiar sound in the 
streets and warns all pedestrians to clear the 
track. There is a great variety of people 
here. Kaffirs, Zulus, Malays, Indo-Ara ‘tans 
and afew Chinamen, Tne white people are 
English, Dutch and Boers. The colored 
people are harmless. There is nothing tlerce 
about them only their teeth and they are like 
ivory. They are very lighthearted—always 
smiling and singing and playing with each 
other like school boys. The dress is very 
picturesque. Now and then, one of them 
may be seen wrapped in a say colored 
blanket which reminds me of the Cree of the 
Northwest, but the fashionable dress 
aniongst them is a large guony sack pure and 
simple. Nothing moreand nothing less. A 
hole is cut in the bottom of the sack for the 
head tostick threugh and a hole in each 
corner forthe arms to stick out of. Bare 
headed, bare footed and bare legyed, tearing | 
aWay with their glistening teeth at the end. 
Of a stick of sugar cane about 4 or 6 feet long. 
These people go about the happiest people | 
in the world. The Cape Colonial English | 
speak very good Enulish and large nunsbers 
of the Dutch speak such good English that | 
bo one would ever suspect them tobe Dutch. |

An Ottawa telegram to the Free Press of 
September 17th gives particulars regarding 
the uew Northwest Central deal. The 
English shareholders were represented in 
Ottawa by Stephens of Stephens & Co., 
solicitors of London, England, Greigson, 
another London solicitor, A. Code of 
London and Dr. MeMichael of Toronto, Capt. 
Murray of St. Catharines, Ontario, a share- 
holder in the N. W.C. was the means of 
inducing English capitalists to take hold of 
the scheme, which they agreed to do to the 
extent of £2,000,000, The difficulty regard- 
ing the land grant has been satisfactorily 
arranged. The majority of the steck is now 
owned in Londun, from which place the road 
will be controlled. The first fifty miles will 
be ironed this fall with rails alrearty on the 
way from England, and the line completed 
to Battleford next season. Satisfactory 
arrangements can be made with both the C. 
P. R. and N. P. & M. to give the N. W.C. 
running powers over their roads at Brandon. 
The new company: will construct the whole 
line, and contemplate extending to Peace 
river. 

The Lethbridge News says ‘hat the oll 
discovery in Southern Alberta which is 
causing some excitement is in the immediate 
vicinity of Waterton or Kootenay lakes. 
The first claims were laid out on or near the
